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1 . The drawings were received on 4/30/08. These drawings are objected to. 
Applicants "sidewall 34 formed as a curved surface having a radius of curvature 
R21 so as to be recess toward the inside of the container" is not shown in the 
proposed change to Figure 3. What happened to the surface that is recessed 
toward the inside of the container? 

2. The drawings were received on 7/16/08. These drawings are objected to. 
As noted in the paragraph supra, the proposed change to Figure 3 no longer 
shows the surface recess toward the inside of the container as shown in the 
original drawing. Moreover the broken line characterization is not understood. 
Nor is there a description for R20 and R30. It should be noted that the sidewall is 
identified as 14, 24 and 34 in Figures 2, 3 and 4 respectively, with a radius of 
curvature at R1 1 , R21 and R31 . This does not appear to lie in the broken line 
representation which therefore can not be considered to be representative of the 
sidewall since the sidewall 14, 24, 34 is formed of the curved surface recess 
toward the inside of the container, as described.

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: R20 and R30 
have not been described as R10 has. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1 , 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sugiura JP 029, cited by applicant. 
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To the extent that a bulge toward the outside is a convex curve as shown at 44 in 
Figure 7, Sugiura is considered to show the same bulge construction at 3a in 
Figure 1 with the sidewall recess not numbered above it and the groove at 3c. 
Note that the bottle of Sugiura is thin walled and made of Polypropylene as 
claimed. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Cochran '455 of record. 

To have formed the container of a weight of about 6 grams for a 560 ml container 
would have been obvious in view of Cochran. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
